However, State Department 
spokesman James P. Rubin lent 
credence to the allegations, warn- 


ing Friday of a reported “escalat- 
ing pattern of Serbian attacks on 
Kosovar Albanian dvilians," dt- 
ing reponed killings in Podujevo, 
20 miles north of Mstina. 

“The United States government 
wants to send a dear message to 
those responsible for the acdorts

Rubin said, indicating 
Washington iud satellite and aeri- 
al intelligence information sug- 
gesting that some of the ethnic , 
Albanian dalms may be true. I 
Etfuu'c Aibaruan human nghts 
groups said the bodies of promi- 
nent lawyer Bojram Kelmendi 
and his two sons were found 
Friday' along a road west of 
Pristina.

Wlicn she 
asked police the next day where 
her family was being held, she 
was told: “NATO will find them."

A second 
speech to some 1 million Serbs in 
Kosovo in 1989 cemented his rise. 
He became president that year 
and stripped Kosovo of its autono- 
my.

For extreme speed skiers, life is all down hill 
Speeds 
excede 


100 mph 


WHITEFISH, Mont. (AP) - 
Olympic sprinters migln consid- 
er liicmselves iJjc world's 
fiisicst humun.s, but they can't 
bold a candle to Wliitcfisb 
speed skier Jay Sandelin. 

Sundelin. who recently 
returned to the .somewhat 
obscure extreme sport after on 
Ifi-ycar absence, reached 
120.404 mph at Iasi month's 
2999 Red Bull U.S. Speed- 
Skiing Championships at 
Snuwmoss, Colo. 

But that was only good 
enough for lOih place. The 
world record in the sport is 
more than ISl mph. 

“it really due.sn'c ttike a lot of 
skill," Sandelin said. “It takes 
guts more than anything else." 

Speed skiing doesn't receive 
the attention in the United 
Stales that it docs in Europe, in 
part because there arc only 
three of the long, steep courses 
in this country, at Willamette 
Pass and Mount Hood, Ore., 
and Snowmass. 

The basics of the speed skiing 
are simple: Point your skis 
downhill, tuck into a crouch 
and go blisteringly fast. In fact, 
speed skiing is billed as the 
fastest nonmotorized sport on 
earth. 

According to Charle.s 
Plueddeman, author of a 
Popular Mechanics article on 
the sport, .speed skiing originat- 
ed in 1898 when a California 
man. Tommy Todd, reached 87 
mph on a downhill run. 

The first official speed record 
was .set in 1932 by Italian skier 
Leo Gasperi, who was clocked 
at. 89 mph during an 
International Ski Federation 
event in St. Moritz, 
Switzerland. Speed skiing 
became professionally sanc- 
tioned in (he 1960s and 
appeared as a demonstration

‘Taidng district proposal to pay 
for library polarizes residents 


; ;ROBERTS (AP) — A proposal

libnuisn Lm Korllnsey said. 

“The Intcraet may have to go," 
she said.

And the book budget would drop 
from $5,000 to about $2,000 a 
year without the district. 

But opponents have presented 
Jefferson County commissioners 
with the slgruturcs of 171 people 
opporing the district. 

“If the people of Roberts won t

Roberts. 

County commissioners will 
hold a public hearing April 7 at 
the library to review the pro- 
posed disoict. Under Idaho code, 
it must ehoompass at least 1,500 
people and be able to generate 
$25,000 In revenue. 

To p r opose a district, 50 regis- 
tered voters from within the dis- 
tria must rign 'a petition and pre- 
sent it to county commissioners. 


Highway drivers 
miss bald spots 
on Idaho peaks 

LOWMAN (AP) — The single- 
engine plane banked sharply 
over the South Fork of the 
Payette River as pilot Michael 
Scewartt of Wild i^els pointed 
out shaggy, old-growth timber 
and logged slopes with scancred 
whiskers of trees framed against 
the snowbanks. 

For the last two decades, the 
Santa Fe, N.M., pilot has been 
logging almc 160,000 air miles a - 
year buttling conservationists, 
policy makers and media over 
western backcouncry to show 
them suspect forestry practices 
and to foster a dialogue about the 
viability of logging. 

Twenty years ago, Slewant was 
flying over the Cascade 
Mountains when he noticed huge 
expanses of deorcut slopes invm- 
blc from the highway. 

“I was just staggered over how 
cut over these national forests 
were," he said. “They would 
leave pretty good buffer strips 
along the main roads so people 
wouldn't see it.” 

He founded the LightKawk 
group to view landscapes whi^ 
otherwise may only be reached 
by foot. In 1979, he took lawmok- 
ers over the site of a proposed 
dam on Colorado’s Gunnison 
River. The dam was never bullL 
“Flight Is d baric tool Think of 


a pcison who’s trying to develop 
good working solutions for the 
environment who doesn’t use 
telephones or computers. In the 
same way, if you’re going to do 
survey and environmental work 
in the West, you need flighL"

Even Andrus, the Carter 
admiiustration Interior secretary 
who guided the Alaska wilder- 
ness bill through Congress, is 
pragmatic about traditional Iwd 
use policy in the West. Good 
range and forest monagancni, he 
argued, is just as environmental-, 
ly sound as essentially locking 
I^d away from logging, mining 
and grazing. 

But Forest Service Chief 
Michocl Dombcck conceded that 


the federal government needs to 
look beyond the shen tenn in for- 
est management to what prac- 
tices over decades will benefit 
the land. Logging and presoib^ 
fires would be pan of any long- 
range policy, be said. 

Taking in the forest by air in 
the early spring offers a bbclc- 
and-vrhiie view of timber activi- 
ties on the ground.

As a 
result, proper^ was swapped so 
only lowland timber was cut and 
the rainforest became Belize’s 
first national reserve. 

“Once we could present a sce- 
nario under which everybody got 
something to their own self-inter- 
est — boom, it happened,’’ he 
said. 

LightHawk became so success- 
ful it grew to 14 full-time employ- 
ees working in eight countries. A 
hundred volwteer pilots helped- 
out. 

The LightHawk flights have 
tracked blue whales in the 
Pacific Ocean, monitored wet- 
lands development in Rorida and 
carried black-footcd ferrets into 
the Montana wilderness.

It is this: Beware the likeli- 
hood that in rewarding the, star 
with an overly generous indome 
, you may be sinking the team’s 
performance. That, the study 
found, is what happens in base- 
ball. 

Specifically: When “a greater 
proportion of pay is concentrat- 
ed in relatively few levels, jobs, 
or individuals near the top,” 
individual performance and 
team records arc likely to be 
poorer. 

That’s what JVfatt Bloom, an 
assistant professor of manage- 
ment at Notre Dame University, 
found in his study of perfor- 
mance data of 1,644 players on 
29 teams over nine seasons from 
198S through 1993.

But. he says, in a situation sudt 
as midu exist in the merger of 
Daimler Benz and Chrysler, 
where engineers from one side 
are paid more than another, it 
could create performance prob- 
lems. 

To illustrate his findings, 
Bloom cites the experience of 
last year’s divisional winners 
New York Yankees, Son Diego 
Padres and Cleveland Indian.^, 
each of whom has relatively 
small pay spreads.
